Before a large congregation Sunday 
m orning, Rev. Hayden H. Allen, p a s­ 
to r of the F irst M. E. church, delivered 
his first sermon of the Dew conference 
y ea r upon the subject: 
“ Mope Abund 
aul Life.” 
His text was taken from 
the tenth verse of the tenth chapter of 
St. Joton. 
Speaking: upon the im portance of 
life, Rev. Allen said that the spiritual 
life of m ankind 
was of much more 
im portance than eitLer physical or 
mental life. 
The physical and mental 
qualificati/UBs of man pertain only to 
the enjoyment o r benefit# of this world 
but the spiritual life has a deeper and 
m ore important*significance as it is re­ 
lated to a future as well as to the 
present life. 
The more abundant life, Rev, Allen 
stated in his able discourse, could be 
acquired only by consistent living 
. and by an effort upon the p art of the 
C hristian to live a 
better life each 
year. 
lie said that as a wrak body 
was more liable to breed disease so a 
person who lived upon a low, m oral 
plane, was more likely to indulge in 
worldly amusements. 
It was people 
o f this character lie asserted, 
that

to Sunday services, o r a card game to 
a p rayer meeting. 
The only way to 
overcome these desires, according to 
the minister, was to have more faith 
in God, and an 
increase in faith 
m eant an increase in life.

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u EF PAY, July I, 1899, report* reached 
Honolulu, Hawaiian I*land*, that the vol 
ca no of Makuaweoweo, situated at the 
summit of Manna Ix>a, 13,675 feet high, on 
tho Island of Hawaii, had burst forth with 
all the fury of years gone by. 
I left with 
the intention of reaching the scene of ac­ 
tion, writes Frank Davey, by the moat difficult route a l_ 
i l l 
right over th* great mountain from the Kona side. 
The obstacles to be overcome may perhaps be imagined 
when I state that Mauna Lo* is * volcanic mountain, 
pearly 14,000 feet high. 
It was with great difficulty that I managed to get 
horses and mules from the natives, who knew the con 
U tio . of the country, for the animals inevitably get 
K id!/ knocked about, their legs being terribly cut by 
the lava. A number of gentlemen arrived aud expressed 
their desire to join me In the expedition. 
The first part 
of the Journey was one of the most delightful rule* I 
over had. 
We rode for hours through magnificent trop 
leal growths. 
There were giant ferns, Rom* of which 
m ust have been thirty or forty feet high and three feet 
In diameter, groves of guavas, coconuts and other 
fruits, miles of wild mint and bright colored dowers, 
and orchids of moat delicate shapes. 
At 
dusk 
we 
reached the edge of the timber line, In a drenching 
rain. 
We resumed our Journey at daybreak, over t is moat 
terrible country that can be imagined. 
We reached tbs 
summit Just as It was getting dark. 
Near th# center of 
the mountain top an area of about four aguara miles 
links to a depth of 1,000 feet. 
This is the great crater 
of Makuaweoweo. 
We found that the worst outbreak was about 5,000 
feet further down the mountain side 
Walking across 
the congealed masses of lava, on# began to think that 
at any moment on# was liable to drop through to the 
most horrible of deaths. Underneath one was a bottom­ 
less abyss of mud, sulphur and rock; and to contemplate 
being cast into that fearsome looking lake of tire and 
brimstone was not at all comfortable. 
Presenllv 
WW" 
reached a cone where the lava had piled up to the 
height of about IOO feet, theu, bursting out at the side, 
disappeared into the ground, to reappear about a quar- 
ter of a mile farther down and repeat Its action. These 
cones averaged 200 feet in height, and we passed five 
"dead" ones. 
A sixth was still smoking, but was not

was 
belching 
forth 
huge 
volumes 
of steam aud sulphur. Boulders that must have weighed 
a ton were being hurled high into the air as if shot 
from a caunon. 
Others followed to meet those coming 
down, and as they met they burst like explosive shells, 
scattering molten matter on all sides. 
This flowed 
down the incline in cascades like water, showing red. 
yellow, blue and all the colors of the rainbow. 
It Is Impossible to describe the grandeur of the ef­ 
fect, and a knowledge of the force that was causing the 
display made on# feel very small indeed. 
Some of the 
ejected masses weie as large as a hors**, and when they 


were belched forth were at a white heat. 
They went 
so high that they had tim# to cool and return to th# 
vortex black. 
The wind changed, and to our consternation we saw 
a cloud of sulphur blowing right across our path. These 
masses of vapor are so impregnated with sulphur and 
poisonous gases that it is impossible for any living 
thing to exist among them, and to get caught In their 
midst means death. 
Alarmed, we started to go around"- 
on the other side, but found th# lava was too hot. 
We 
kept on until the lava began to move under our feet, 
and then made a number of attem pts to pass that dead­ 
ly barrier of vapor, but were forced to return each time, 
nearly suffocated. 
Just at this critical moment I hap­ 
pened to turn round and saw an arch, as It were, In the 
ottlphur smoke, where th# wind was blowing It up from 
the ground. 
We had scarcely got through that arch 
of clear air when down came the cloud again. 
Once past the danger point, we crawled along at our 
bf st pace. 
It war* now night, and the only light we had 
was the lurid glare from the volcano, 
if It had not been 
for this we should undoubtedly have perished of cold 
and thirst, as we should have been compelled to stop 
walking. 
As It was. we dared not halt for any leng'h 
of time, or we should not have had warmth enough to 
keep the blood circulating. 
All that night we crawled 
over the teirlble lava. 
We fell down at Intervals of 
about twenty feet, often breaking through the black 
cruet, sometimes up to our waists, cutting ourselves on 
the sharp projection until our hands and legs were 
woefully 
lacerated. 
Almost as soon as we fell we 
dropped asleep; then, as we got colder, we would wake 
up and force ourselves on again for a few dozen yards 
or so, only to fall asleep, wake and struggle up once 
more. 
At lost It began to get light, but still we had come 
across no water, and that in our canteens had long 
since been exhausted. 
We hunted the depths and crev­ 
ices o' the lava. sometimes going down ten or fifteen 
feet, looking for water, only to be disappointed again 
and again. 
Suddenly I saw a break Ift th* lava nearly full of 
beautiful water. 
I leaned over the side, holding the 
canteen for a companion to fill. 
He went down a few 
feet, and then stopped. 
I motioned to him to fill fTie, 
bottle, croaking, "Water." 
He did not look around, but 
Brambled, "I see no water," as lf In a dream. 
Picking 
up a piece of lava, I tossed It down and cried, hoarsely, 
•There Is th# water!" 
But to my astonishment the 
pebble went down, down, out of sight, with no sound 
of a splash, Into a fathomless abyss. 
The crevice was 
so deep that we could not see the bottom, and the shock 
of the discovery made me fain t 
After a time we scrambled on again until we came 
upon a guide sitting upon the edge of a high crack, eat­ 
ing frozen snow; and tearing it with his teeth. 
We 
followed his example, not without pain, but the snow 
tasted 
good. 
The Journey home was. comparatively 
speaking, easy, but the memory of that night amidst 
the lava will last me to my dying day.

HP: recent death in Spokane of Judge Norman Buck, who de- 
T 


elded in the United States District Court of northern Idaho, in 
1885, that a burro was one of three discoverers of the famous 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan lead and silver mines in the Coeur 
d’Alene district, noxv valued at more than $20,000,000, recalls 
orn* of the most romantic stories of mining life in the West. 
By the discovery of these mines a number of poor men became 
comparatively rich in a month and the decision of Judge Buck caused a 
compromise by which the two owners of the burro received $76,000 for re­ 
linquishing their claims. 
Judge Buck’s decision was considered so extraordinary that a sheriff 
and lialliff with drawn guns were required to maintain order in the court 
ofter the decision was read. 
The decision, In Its essential part, was In 
these words; 
"From the evidence of the witnesses, this court Is of the opinion that 
the Bunker Hill mine was discovered by the Jackass, Phil O’Rourke and N. 
8. Kellogg; and as the Jackass is the property of tho plaintiffs, Cooper and 
Peck, they are entitled to a half Interest In the Bunker HUI, and a quarter 
interest In the Sullivan claims.” 
Cooper-^ttd Peck learned that their donkey had been used by O’Rourke 
and Kellogg And started a suit against the prospectors, claiming an interest 
In the Bunker Hill mine on the ground that they were still In partnership 
with Kellogg when he first knew of this discovery, previous to the dissolu­ 
tion and also that he had used the donkey on the day of location. 
The case was tried at Murray before Judge Buck and a jury. 
It cre­ 
ated not a little amusement among the miners and prospectors who crowded 
the courtroom. 
After being extensively argued the case was given to the 
Jury, who promptly returned a verdict that Cooper and Peck were not enti­ 
tled* to any share in the mine. 
On the next day the Judge took the case 
from the Jury and pronounced his famous decision, holding the donkey to 
have been one of the discoverers of the mine. 
Judge Buck died comparatively a poor man. 
Born In Lancaster County, 
New York, In 1833, he went with his parents to Batavia, HI., when a boy, 
and attended school at Warren, ill. 
Then he w*ent to Sheboygan I ounty, 
Wisconsin, and In 1859 was graduated from law rence University, at Apple­ 
ton. 
After a law course at Albany, X. Y., he settled In MV lnona, Mina., 
whence he went to Idaho.

Washington, Oct. 4.—Tragic in its 
intensity and romantic in ita senti­ 
ment is a story just disclosed by post­ 
office Inspectors regarding Harrison 
Hatfield, of the family of feudists of 
that name, who died recently in the 
penitentiary at Moundsville, VV. Va, 
The narrative is of the loss by H at­ 
field of $2,854; of the recovery of a 
I part of th** amount; of the m urder of 
Mrs. Hatfield by her husband In a fit 
of insanity caused by the loss of his 
money, 
and 
of 
the 
circumstances 
which finally brought to an end the 
career of oue of the moat remarkable 
feudists in the history of the country. 
Harrison Hatfield lived near Horse- 
pen in the mountains of West Vir 
ginia 
He was widely known as "Old 
Hatcher,*’ and was a leader of the 
Hatfields in the Mct’oy-Hatfleld feud, I 
which amounted almost to civil war 
and disrupted several counties on the 
borders of 
West Virginia and Ken­ 
tucky. 
On© of his ©yea was shot out 
during a raid which the Hat fields made 
into Kentucky several years ag*). The 
Hatfields owned large areas of land in 
West Virginia* from which they real­ 
ised considerable money. 
“Old Hatelier" deposited $2.8.14 in 
the Guyan Valley bank at Logan, W, I 
Va. 
Subsequently, having need of tho 
money, he authorized Alexander H. 
Trent, postmaster at Horsepen, to di­ 
rect th© bank to forward to him the 
money by registered mail. 
Hatfield 
railed at (he postoffice repeatedly for 
the registered letter, but when it ar­ 
rived, on April 24. 1907, he had left the 
office only a short tim** before to as 
sist an intoxicated friend who could 
not sit astride his mule alone. 
Hat- 
field directed Postm aster Trent to take 
special car** of the letter, lest It be 
destroyed by fir** in the postoffice. 
Early on th** following morning (he 
postoffice was destroyed by fire, the 
contents of tho safe alone being saved 
Hatfield's letter was not in the safe. 
Postm aster Trent 
declared 
he 
hid 
placed the letter with the ordinary 
mail, all of which was burned. 
An Investigation of the fir** and of 
the disappearance of the letter was 
made by postoffice Inspectors. 
It was 
discovered that Postm aster Trent had 
obtained a typewriter from a Chicago 
concern by fraudulent representations. 
to which he confessed. 
Later Post­ 
master Trent and his father were in 
dieted for having stolen the registered 
letter. 
Postm aster Trent finally con­ 
fessed to the theft aud made proposl- i 
lions looking to the refunding of the 
money. 
Ile produced a jar hidden un­ 
der bis barn, in which was the sum of 
$1,280, which, with $500 obtained from 
his bondsmen, was eventually turned 
over to Hatfield 
Trent was convicted 
of the crime, but escaped from jail and 
now is a fugitive from just ic**. 
Becoming insane from worry over 
the loss of his money aud the sudden 
elation at the recovery of a consid 
©rabic part of it. Harrison Hatfield 
poisoned his wife, who was an Indian 
woman. He was sentenced to the pen­ 
itentiary for life, and there he died 
only a few d a\s ago 
It was not until 
his death that tbs postoffice Inspectors 
felt justified In tv*eating all the facts 
respecting the cate.
